• below $100 a month — and even at 
this low figure they were frequent- 
-ly paid off in uncashable warrants. 


The sales tax helped bail out the 


public school system, improve sal- 
aries, and make school warrants 
cashable. But this enactment meant 
we had committed ourselves to the 
public policy of levying a direct tax 
against the very food we eat to 
keep alive, the medicine we pur- 
chase when illness threatens, and 
the coffin that we are eventually 


• buried in.

emergency.can any sane man stand 
up and say liquor is to be made 
tax-free? That's

millions of dollars in taxes that the

Frees Convicted 
Reds Until High 
Court Ruling 


Washington, Sept. 26 —(IP)— Jus- 


tice Jackson of the Supreme court 
has ruled that 10 U. S. Communist 
party leaders must remain free for 
the present because jailing them 
would violate American rights and 
might 
permit 
them 
to 
claim 


martyrdom. 


He reasoned they could 
claim 


they were martyrs if/'they 
were 


jailed now and the Supreme court 
later upset the conviction for con- 
spiracy to overthrow the govern- 
ment. 


Jackson late yesterday signed an 


order which continued heir free 
dom on bail. It will remain ir 
effect until the high court disposes 
finally of an appeal which the 1( 
men are expected to file shortly 


Jackson said in effect that; the 


harm they could do free is less 
than the damage to American free 
doms that would result from jail 
ing them now. 


The government,, contending tha 


the men "should not be at larg< 
in this hour of national crisis," hai 
urged Jackson to deny their 
ap 


plication for continued bail. 


"There is a very practical aspec 


of this application which must no 
be overlooked or underestimated,' 
Jackson declared in turning th 
government down. 


"That is the disastrous effect o 


the reputation of American justic 
if I should now send these men t 
jail and the full court later decid 
that the conviction is invalid. 


"The worst they can accomplis 


in the sort time it will take to en 
his litigation is preferable to th 
possibility of national embarrassV 
ment from a celebrated case of un- 
fustified imprisonment of commu- 
nist leaders..

Chairman Kefauver

ly" until near the end of October. 
Then members will take about 10 
days off to get in some campaign 
licks before the Nov. 7 elections. 


The committee will open up with 


three days of public hearings in 
Kansas City, Mo., starting Thurs 
day morning. The groundwork for 
the hearings in President Truman's 
home state was laid during the 
closed-door questioning of 30 to 40 
witnesses last July. 


The committee also is planning 


hearings on organized crime 
and 


gambling activities in 
Chicago, 


Philadelphia and the New York- 
Jersey area, before election time. 


Kefauver said that in line with 


the committee's regular practice, 
initial hearings in these three areas 
will be closed.

It's Easy to Misunderstand 
a General-It Takes Two 
Wars to Bring Out the Truth 


Creswell, England, Sept. 26 — 


— A raging underground 
fire 


trapped and killed at least 80 men 
today at the Creswell Coal mine. 


Caught behind a wall of flame 


of burning rubber 
and. timber 


roof supports, they were choked to 
death by gas and fumes. 
Another 120 men crept to safety 
on their hands and knees. 
An official death list issued this 
afternoon contained 80 names. Ear- 
lier, estimates of the toll 
had 


ranged from 83 to 90. 


Smoke and intense heat drove 


back rescuers and hope for 
the 


trapped men was abandoned at 1 
p. m.. (7 a. m. EST), when the 
fire had been burning for nine 
hours. 
, 


The decision to give up rescue 


attempts and seal off the burning 
section of the mine was announced 
by Sir Hubert Houldsworth, chair- 
man of the East Midlands division 
of the National Coal board. 


He said a check showed that 80 


men were missing. 


More than half of the approxi- 


mately 200 men working in the 
mine when the fire flared escaped, 
crawling through dense smoke and 
rubber fumes to reach the main 
shaft. 


A long moan went up from wait- 


ing wives and 
children of the 


trapped men when the decision was 
announced. 


Virtually the whole community 


of 6,000 persons had been clustered 
around the pit head since early 
morning. 


The_;.fiames broke out soon after 


midnight'in ;a- 'conveyor -belt. The: 
mine^'has;• an elaborate network/of 
more than 45 miles of such belts 
— one of them 1,932 yards long — 
to carry coal 'from the coal face to 
the main shaft. 


About 90 men were in the part 


of the mine affected by the fire, 
Sir Hubert said, adding that the 
fire there was "intense and the 
air very foul." 


It was Britain's second coal mine 


disaster in recent weeks. Thirteen 
men were killed and 
116 others 


were entombed for two days be- 
fore they were rescued after 
a 


cave-in Sept. 8 near New CUmnock, 
Scotland.

two wars to get to know a gen- 
eral. 


And 
a 
few I've met, why 


doubt if I could understand them 
if they fought through all the wars 
of eternity and I were condemned 
to report each of their battles. 


They are those who regard one 


war only as a stepping stone from 
which to leap to another war and 
win another star. They are gen- 
erals who basically dont regard 
an army as something to protect 
a country. They regard a nation 
as something to support an army. 


There aren't many like that in 


the American army but in my ig- 
norance I once thought they 
all 


were. I thought all privates were 
heroes and every general was a 
frustrated Napoleon who secretly 
yearned to put all mankind in uni- 
form in an army under his own 
command so he could launch a de- 
fensive war against 
the 
planet 


of Mars. 


It was the second world war and 
an acquaintance with Omar Nel- 
son Bradley that taught me a gen- 
eral can be brilliantly able in bat- 
tle and still warmly human and 
kind. 


And one of the few things 
in 


after dys I shall remember witt 
any pleasure about this bitter footd 
note to world peace called the Ko- 
rean war is that it gave me a 
chance to understand another fine 
general better. 


He is Major Gen. Herbert R. Gay, 


commander of the First Cavalry 
division. I certainly had him tab 
bed wrong in the last war. 


I knew him then as the chief o: 


staff for Gen. George Patton 
in 


France. I thought him cold anc 
methodicaln skillful in supervising 
the details of planning and execut 
ing battles but utterly colorless— 


60 days his cavalrymen 
stave off the Red drive 


a perfect foil for Patton. 


Other correspondents tended to 


the same view. But there is 
difference between being a chief o, 
staff and a troop commander. Gay 
has shown in his present post the 
same quality 
of homely simpli 


city and feeling for his men tjia 
made Bradley himself so popular 


Gay's blue eyes ap4 lanky frame 


are familiar to every soldier al 
his own battlefront. for mor§ thai 


helped 


to sieze 


Taegu, more days of continuous 
)attle than any other division has 
seen. 


And at every

base of a long hill instead of rid- 
ing them to the top. 


"He ought to know better than 


that," said Gay. "They can't climb 
that hill without getting tired and 
tired men can't fight their best." 


There are three other pictures of 


the general I like to remember. 


There was the time he gave the 


crispest battle summary I 
ever 


heard. Looking up past the shears 
of a Korean barber who was giving 
him an outdoor haircut in his com- 
mand post, he said in his midwest 
twang: 


'Well, one enemy division is try- 


ing to surround us and we are sur- 
rounding another enemy division 
and right now I don't know who 
has got who by the tail." 


There was the time he borrowed 


a shotgun and joined a task force 
from his own division in the break 
through at Tabu. He knocked out 
an enemy soldier on the ride. He 
wouldn't talk about it but 
he 


looked pleased as a schoolboy that 
"the old man" had been able to 
show his soldiers he still could han- 
dle the job at their level. 
And there was the time he told me: 
me"You know some people have an 
idea professional soldiers 
l i k e 


war and want war. That isn't true. 
I have a son piloting a 
fighter 


plane over here. I know what war 
means."
